ut one of our provincial 
Schools of Agriculture? Certainly not 
any of us who have had the good for- 

, tune to enjoy a term at one of them 
and know the pleasure and learning to 
be derived from it. So it is, that all 
who have completed one course are 
anxious.and eager to go back and take 
the second year’s course, and perhaps 
go on to univefsity, 

These schoolg are a great asset to 
the farmer's sohs and daughters who 
have not had the opportunity of pro 
curing a high s¢hool education. They 
were established specially to give boys 
and girls the @ducation which will 
hettér fit them \for their business in 
life, } 

The boys are taught agriculture In 
such a way so as to instill a love for 
the sojl, for the care of farm animals, 
and for the occupation of farming, 

The girls are}taught home econ- 
omies, which id the seclence which 
treats of the skfllful and economical 
management of the affairs of the home 
and a systematit study of the ele- 
ments which make up the foods useful 
to man, \ 

As 1 am one $f the “Home Bcon- 
omics” class of thie second year I shall
